and along west oi Bhoota Gate Road Pillar Nos. 27, 26 and 25. 

South and South West. — From Fort Boundary Pillar No, 24 to Fort Boundary 
Pillar No. 20 along Pillar Nos, 23, 22 and 21. 

West and, North West. — From Fort Boundary Pillar No. 20 to Fort Boundary 
Pillar No. 8 along Pillar Nos. 19, 18, 17, 16, 15, 14, 13, 12, 11, 10 and 9. 

SADAR BAZAR AREA 

North and North East. — (2) From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 3 to 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No, 36 along Pillar Nos. 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 
11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 20, 27, 28, 29, 30, 
31, 32. 33, 34 and 35. 

East and South East.— From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 36 to Canton- 
ment Boundary Pillar No. 45 along Pillar Nos. 37, 38, 39A, 40A, 41A, 
42A, 42, 43 and 44 (situated in Dhobi Nala). 

South and South West. — From Pillar No. 45 along Dhobi Nala and Sadar 
Bazar Boundary Pillar Nos. 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 crossing the 
ArUllery Road and thence along the Artillery Road to the junction or 
Sangster Rise Road and Carriappa Road and further junction along 
Carriappa Road to the Western point of Carriappa Road on the 
Cantonment Boundary line between Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 1 
and 2, 

West and North West.— From the point back of Bungalow No, 92 in between 
Boundary Pillar No. 1 and 2 Pillar No. 5 along Pillar Nos. 2, 3 and 4.

— Tn exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy Act, 
1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Regulations for the Indian Naval Reserve and the 
Indian Naval Volunteer Reserve (as contained in Chapter XIII of the Regulations 
for the Navy Part III Statutory 1965), namely: — 

1. These regulations may be called the Indian Naval Reserve and the Indian 
Naval Volunteer Reserve (Amendment) Regulations. 1967. 

2. In the Regulations for Ihe Indian Naval Reserve and the Indian Naval 
Volunteer Reserve,. — 

(1) in regulations 33flnvh) and 336f2)fb), the heading 'Branch List’ and the 
entries thereunder shall be omitted. 
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(2) In regulation 342,— 

(a) under the heading (A) Executive Branch,—

or be a Mate Pilot in the Hooghly Pilot Service or be an Assistant 
River Surveyor with at least three yeors’ service under Calcutta 
Port Commissioners."; 

(ii) for item (d)(ii), the following item shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(ii) Hold a Muster’s Certificate of Competency (Foreign Going) or be 
a Master Pilot in the Hooghly Pilot Service or be an Assistant 
River Surveyor with at least six years of service in the River 
Survey Service under Calcutta Port Commissioners.”; 

(iii) for item "(c.) Lieutenant Commander"', and the entry relating there- 

to, the following item and entry shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(e) Lieutenant Commander, — In special cases a candidate who holds a 
Ministry of Transport and Communication Masters' Certificate 
(Foreign Going), has been Master of a ship of not less than 2,000 
tons for one year and is less than 35 years of age.
